RESUME OF ATHLETICS 

All of us, coaches, faculty, and students of Holmes Junior College, are proud of the 
athletic teams that have represented the school in the past year. We are proud of 
them not only because of the honors they have brought their Alma Mater, but also 
because of the fine spirit of sportsmanship and fair play which they delayed fa 
all their activities* 

The baseball team of 1951 won state championship under the supervision of Coach 
Oliver Poole who made his debut in the junior college conference. After Holme, 
tied with Senatobia for championship of the northern district, it was decided to 
play one game on neutral ground to decide the winner, instead of playing a series. 
Holmes boys won his game played at Grenada by a score of 10*9, entitling them to 
meet Ellisville, champions of the southern region, in a three game play-off. Holmes 
defeated Ellisville two out of three, the last game by the score 5-4 at Millsaps Field 
to win state championship. It is singular that Robert Brown, pitcher for the Holmes 
boys, is credited with winning each of the eight games that his team won. With only 
four or five men lost by graduation last year, we are hoping for another fine season. 

Coach Poole and Coach Van Stewart, both new at Holmes Junior College this 
year, had a successful football season, all things considered. With only five returning 
lettermen, the coaches had to rely heavily on the freshman material who improved 
and developed considerably during the season. The Bulldogs played a ten game 
schedule, winning five. Three of our defeats were by only six points. We shall have 
more lettermen to return next year, and with the new material that will come in we 
are looking forward to a good football season. 

Coach Frank Branch's boys' basketball team enjoyed the best season in several 
years. Exhibiting a fine brand of ball all year, the Holmes boys played twenty-nine 
games during the season, losing only three in conference play. Seeded the number 
one team in the conference, the boys advanced through Co-Lin, Decatur, and Hinds 
to win state championship by defeating Scooba in the finals by the score of 67-56. 
Though we shall lose four fine men by graduation, we are expecting good things of 
next year's team. 

The Holmes basketball girls have played splendidly all year. Under Coach Frank 
Branch's direction our team is the only one in the junior college conference to go 
through the season's scheduled games undefeated. Seeded the number one team in 
the conference, the sextette downed Ellisville, Scooba, and Wesson in order in the 
state tournament, but lost in the finals by one point to a taller Booneville team. 
Though Holmes' girls rank second in the state they are the only team to play twentv- 
seven games and to lose only one. Their outstanding ability i s evidenced by the fact 
that five of the Holmes girls won All-Slate honors and another, Ali-State honorable 
mention. Mai Stambrook, forward for Holmes, was the only player in the conference 
who received unanimous vote for All-State honor, We are expecting fine things of 
next year s squad.
